Legislature Seeks A 
Law Against Any 
Gun Garriere 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla.— UN 
S)—Chicago’* gang warfare with 
machine gurs has taught Oklaho­ 
ma a lesson. 
A bill which seeks to Insure Ok­ 
lahomans 
against 
such 
violent 
feuds as the Windy City and sou­ 
thern Illinois háve experienced in 
the last two years will soon be 
considered by the state legislature 
The hill will represent one of 
the most drastic measures evar at­ 
tempted by any state to curb “gun 
toting." It will provide that ma­ 
chine guns cannot be owned in Ok­ 
lahoma except by the military ser­ 
vice, by county officials or by po­ 
lice departments. 
Going further, the bill prohibits 
the ownership ot pistols unless the 
firearms are registered with the 
state bureau of criminal investiga­ 
tion. 
R. C. Graham, another of 
the measure, proposes a pistol li­ 
censing law similar to the Sulli­ 
van act of New York, except that 
he would go a bit further. H? 
would provide that after owners 
have licenses must be filed with 
the state crime bureau. 
An attempt was made two years 
ago to get a copy of die Sullivan 
law through the Oklahoma legiata- 
ture, but influences too powerful to 
overcome prevented enactment of 
the bill.
